THE SAMOA AMENDMENT. 


It Goes Into Conference With the Other 


Amendments. 

Wasninoton, February 4.-—The house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs today decided to re- 
commend nen-concurrence in and a conference 
on the senate amendinents to the diplomatic 
and consular appropriation bill A number of 
ihese amendments met wiih favor, but the 
committee resolved to adopt the course above 
outlined as best calculated to secure speedy 
action on the bill. The amendment appro- 
priating $500,000 for the protection of Agner- 
ican Interests in Samoa met with unanimous 
approval, but will be allowed to go with other 
amendments into the conference. In the case 
of the amendment appropriatiug 3100,000 for 
the establishment ofa naval station at Pago 
Pago, Samoa,’ it was held that the paragraph 
in the naval appropriation bill relating to the 
same subjeet (and much broader.in its terms,) 
was better framed than the senate amendment, 
and in addition was placed in the bill where it 
properly belonged. So itis likely that it will 
be dropped in conference, if early action on 
part of the senate upon the nayal appropria- 
tion bill is assured.

GERMANY STILL GROWLING. 


The Establishment of a Coaling Station at 
Pago Pago Does Not Suit Them. 

BERLIN, February 4.—Commenting upon the 
action of the United States senate in voting a 
credit for a coaling station at Pago Pago, the 
National Zeitung says: 

“America obtained the right to establish a coaling 
station from Malictao, but she did net take 
ndivantage of the privilege within the specified 
time. The establishment of a station now would 
Rp pear to bean Amer.can protest against German 
annexation,’ 

The North German Gazette tonight makes 
allusion to Mr. Pendleton’s being unwell. ‘This 
is construed as indication that the appointment 
of anew American minister is desirable. 

The North German Gazette says: 

Even if there is no reason to deny the statement 
that Secretary Bayard sent instructions to Mr. 
Pendleton, it is certain that the latter has made no 
oy _rture whatever tothe German government. On 
account of ill health Mr, Pendleton has not called 
Fi the foreign office for months, and since he re- 
sumed his duties, some months ago, he has not been 
the bearer of any official communication w hatever 
irom his government about the Samon matter. We 
should not be astonished if next mouth, when Gen- 
eral Harrison enters office, somebody else will be 
appointed to represent America here. 


THE TEXAS ELECTICN. 


Report of the Investigating Committee Sent 
to the Senate—The Appropriations. 

WASHINGTON, February 4:—In the senate, 
Mr. Allison, from the committee on appropri- 
ations, reported back the legislative, executive 
and judicial appropriation bill and the house 
joint resolution for the payment of the Jegal 
representatives of James B, Eads, and gave 
notice that he would tomorrow call them up 
for action. 

Mr. Evarts reported the testimony taken in 
the Texas election investigation with a resolu- 
tion directing the committee on privileges and 
elections to revise carcfully the existing laws 
regulating the election of menibers of congress 
with a view of providing more complete pro- 
tection in the exercise of the elective franchise 
and for the punishment of offenses against it. 
The testimony was ordered printed and the 
resolution was placed en the calendar. 

THE TRUST CRUSHING BILL. 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the bill ‘‘to declare unlawful trusts and com- 
binations in restraint of tirade and produc- 
tion.’ 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, made an argument 
in support of the bill. 

Mr. George contended that the bill would 
apply to temperance societies, whose object 
was to break up trade in liquors, and to far- 
mers, Who agreed not to sell produce below 
certain prices, and said that he was not pre- 
pared to sustain a bill of thatsort. He summed 
up his objections to the bill by saying that its 
provisions would be inetiicient and that the 
bill was without constitutional authority. 

THE UNION PACIFIC FUNDING BILL. 

The Union Pacific funding bill was then 
taken up and its consideration occupied the 
remainder of the afternoon session, the read- 
ing of the bill and the report upon it consum- 
ing considerable tine. 

The question pending is the motion by 
Mr. Mitchell to recommit the bill with in- 
structions to the committee to include legis- 
lation in referonce tothe Central Pacific rail- 
roud company. 

A conference was ordered on the consular 
aud diplomatic appropriation bill and Messrs. 
flale, Allison and Cockrell were appointed 
conferees on part of the senate 

The senate adjourned.

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INTO ALLEGED OUTRAGES IN WASH- 
INGTON COUNTY, TEXAS, 


REPORT SUBMITTED IN THE SENATE. 
The Conclusions Reached by the Committee 


~The Assassination of John M, Clayton - 
Statement by His Brothers. 


Wasurearon, February 4.—Senator]| Evarts, 
from the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, made a report today of the results of the 
investigation into the alleged election outrages 
in Washington county, Texas. The investiga- 
tion was had in pursuance of resolutions of the 


| senate of January, 1887, and February, 1588, 


which recited the charges by Stephen A. Hack- 
worth and others that they had been driven 
from their homes in Washington county, Tex- 
as, and that Alfred Jones, Shadrach Felder 
and Stewart Jones had been killed as the re- 
sult of the determination by kuklux to deprive 
a inajority of the voters of the county, repub- 
lican in politics, from the contro] of its affairs. 
It was further alleged that to carry ont this 
repressive policy, the ballot box at several prey 
cincts in Washington county, Texas, were de- 
stroyed afterdheelection of November 2d, 1556, 
Cepious extracts from the testimony given be’ 
fore the investigating committee are set forth 
in the report. 

The first conclusion that the committee 
reaches is that the averments of petitioners as 
to their situation in their homes in Texas and 
the occasion of their being compelled to tlee 
from them, are, in supstance and effect, sus- 
tained by the evidence. As tothe suppres- 
sion of votes at Chapel Hill district, the com- 
mittee thinks it is chargeable to 

LEADERS OF THE OPPOSITION TICKET, 
and in that interest, with a motive to discour- 
age and suppress the republican vote there, 
and to colored republican voters being unwill- 
ing to expose themselves to the fate which 
was visited upon the colored judges of election 
at Chapel Hiltin 1884. At Flewellyn polls 
Dewees Bolton, who headed the raiding party 
that entered the polling precinct in disguise 
for the purpose of destroying the ballot box, 
was shot and killed. Alfred Jones, colored, 
the report says, was persuaded to go the next 
day and care for the body, and in doing this 
became Witness to thefact that Bolton had 
been disguised, and was kiiled while upon an 
unlawful errand. To get rid of his testimony 
he was taken out und hanged. Fielder and 
the other Jones were taken from Brenham 
jail and hanged by a mob for a si:nilar reason 
—to get rid of their testimony. 

Ths committee says it has extended its ex- 
aminations into political transactions in Wash- 
ington county, over the widest range asked for 
either by petitioners or by the inculpated par- 
ties. It has embraced in its inquiries every 
topic bearing upon the state of feeling preva- 
lent in any portion of that population, or en- 
tering into rivalries and competition which 
animated the political contest out of which 
arose the outrages upon the freedom of elec- 
tion; upon the peace and order of society; 
upon the personal safety and immunities in 
their homes of brave and unflinching defend- 
ers, against whatever odds of essential and 
universal principles of constitutional, legal 
and individual liberty, which are the common 
right, all over the land, of citizens of the 
United States. 

This extensive survey and patient investiga- 
tion the committee has thought justitied by 
its conviction that the actual case presented 
by not an unfair feature, illustrates the politi- 
cal disorder which afflict portions of our coun- 
try where the population is at all nearly 
DIVIDED BETWEEN WHITE AND COLORED. 

Those disorders do not alone disturb and 
threaten the good fame and security of the 
neighborhoods where they occur, nor of states 
Within whose borders these disastrous mis- 
chiefs pass unchecked, unredressed and uncon- 
demned, They tend to weaken and set back 
the sincere desire of the country at large to 
obliterate all distinctions, as between geo- 
graphical or political divisions in prevalence; 
in the justice and peace, good will and equality 
of right in discussing and solving all problems 
whith affect the welfare of this great people. 

While in the opinion of the committee the 

state of feeling in these communities is not 
ripe to receive just and permanent imprvcssions 
from investigations, suchas have been con- 
ducted by the senate, if cannot but expect 
considerable benefit, in the country at large, 
from adispassionate and responsible exhibition 
of the true and the principal traits of this 
transaction. 
THE MORAL, SOCIAL AND POLITICAL BEARING 
of such a condition of things as is displayed 
upon the evidence taken by the committee 
upon the communily in which it exists,address 
themselves to the calm judgment of thought- 
ful and patriotic minds in. these populations, 
No less do they engage the earnest attention 
of the great body of American people which 
are removed from the environment in which 
these occurrences take place. It cannot be 
expected that these incidents, when looked at 
from Opposite points of view, will make the 
same impression or lead to the same conclu- 
sionsin all parts of the country or upon al! 
political parties. But concurrence as to the 
facts is the first step, and the great step, to- 
wards a conciliation of views and an apprecia- 
tion of iniluences which obstruct the concur- 
rence of judgment. Besides, no greater 
element for the formation of sound public 
opinion can be suggested than that wider 
spread should be given to a knowledge of an 
interest in the real nature of this and sim- 
ilar proceedings, wherever they may occur. 
Brought into light where ‘‘a thousand intelli- 
gences may burn upon it,’’ the truth will 
surely foree these evils and. dangers any- 
where in this country, and their consequences 
upon the conscience and responsibility of the 
whole people. The statutes of the United 
States have treated with circumspection and 
vigor the difficult province of regulating fed- 
eral elections where the constitutional rights 
of voters are not acceptable to the general 
sense aiid interesis of communitities as they 
understand them. 

THE EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT'S DUTY. 

‘These regulations, however, depend, like 
all other laws, for their efticacy upon the zeal, 
activity. intelligence and persistency of their 
exccution. With all these the executive de- 
partmentof the government is wholly charged 
under the constitution. The selection and 
supervision of all subordinate othces throws 
upon the chief magistrate, the president, the 
responsibiity of seeing that the whole weight 
of tlhe government is to be thrown in the pro- 


' tection of the elective franchise and the pun- 


ishmeit of all violators of laws that haye been 
passed to guard it, 

Beyond this every just, every possible 
authority and intluence that attends upon of- 
ficial station should show themselves in eyery 
neighborhood as a ‘‘terror to eyil doers and 
praise tofhem that do well.” Many mis- 
carriages, many short comings, in reaching 
complete success In these efforts of the execu- 
tive government may be looked upon by the 
pedple of the country with an indulgent tem- 
per. But the absence of such effort, or lan- 
guid prosecution of them, will not long be 
tolerated by public opinion or left unvisited by 
political condemnation. The committee 
reeommeuds a careful revision of the existing 
laws reculating the election of members of 
congress, and an examination of proposed 
legislation pertinent to the same subjects 
which have been proposed in congress, with a 
view of providing for the complete protection 
of the exercise of the elective franchise by act 
of congress, and more eflicient provision for 
the punishment of offenses against it.’’ 

A resolution adopted by the committee 
enables it to carry into effect the accommeda- 
tions of the report accompanying it. 


A Kentucky Battle.

Sizemore were killed and Robert Sizemore 
and ene Garnson were badly wounded, 
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Hise Brothers Publish a Long Statement 
About the Affair. 

LitTie Rock, Ark., February 4.—General 
Powell Clayton and Judge Clayton, brothers of 
Johm M. Clayton, who was assassinated on the 
night of January 29th, have furnished, over 
their own signatures, a long statement in order 
a. public may fully undéfstand the cir- 
cumastances leading up toand culminating in 
the assassination of John M. Clayton. 

They say that.all agree that this was a polit- 
ical assassination, and they, therefore, find it 
necessary to refer to the political conditions 
and circumstances surrounding it. 

We 40 this in no partisan spirit, but only that 
justice may be done to the memory of our brother, 
and thata knowledge of the facts which led to his 
assassination may induce the people of this state to 
correct the evils from which this and other great 
crinies have sprung, and that, however sad the cir- 
cumstances may be to us, his martyrdom may result 
in good to the people of this and other states, 

CHARGES OF SWINDLING. 

They then Sdescribe the disturbed condition 
prevailing in Conway county prior to the elec- 
tion in which one other prominent republican 
lost his life, intimidation practiced upon re- 
publican voters at the polis and the stealing of 
a ballot box, at Plummervillo, which box, 
they have been informed by the republican 
supervisor of election, contained 697 ballots, of 
which at least 572 were cast for John M. Clay- 
ton, 

Upon learning of these unlawful acts, together 
with many others in different paris of his district, 
he (Clayton) felt it his duty toinstitute 

A CONTEST FOR HIS SEAT 

in congress and for the purpose of ascertaining, the 
actual yote cast for him at Plummerville precinct, 
that he might engraft that fact in his notice of con- 
test, he employed a responsible citizen, named 
Alexander, of Plummerville precinct, to obtain the 
names of over forty-five such voters, Alexander 
was frightened into discontinuing his work, and 
accordingly John M. Clayton went to 
Plummerville unarmed and unescorted. Recogniz- 
ingthe futility Sof such precautions against the 
stealthy assassin, and believing that his opponent, 
Mr. Breckinridge, who was aware of the condition 
ofafldirs in this county, would be willing and able 
to restrain his partisans, 

While passing through Little Rock, on his way 
there, he said to Hon, Henry M. Cooper, in response 
toa suggestion of danger, ‘‘I do not believe that I 
will be harmed. but the men who voted for me be- 
lieve that I was elected and sodol;andI will go 
there, even at the risk of my life.’’ 

HOW JOHN CLAYTON WAS KILLED. 

And so, when, after haying been engaged for 
several days in taking testimony, about 9 o'clock p. 
m. Of January 29th, while in his room at his board- 
inghouse, in the act of sitting down ata table ncar 
a window to write to his motherless children, he 
was shotthrough the window by concealed assas- 
sins a few feet from him and instantly killed. We 
were unable to remove his body until 3:30 p. m 
on the next day, up to which time _ the 
sheriff of the county had not appeared, being 
iu the language of his deputy, engaged in the more 
important business of collecting taxes. Nor had 
any citizen of the town made the slightest effort to 
trace or apprehend his murderers. 

The foregoing facts we stand ready to substan- 
tiate in every essential particular, every one of 
which we believe to be a materia! link in the chain 
of circumstances surrounding and leading to the 
inhuman murder of our brother,John M. Clayton.

There is less talk of Evarts tonight than for- 
merly, yet noone has aname to suggest for 
the attorney-generalship. It is not thought 
now that any Indiana man will go into the 
cabinet. At least upto this time no Indiana 
man has been offered a place by General Har- 
rison.

The Mercury Forty Degrees Below Zero-—

The time specified for the suicideof the 
loser was three months, and at the expiration 
of that period the crown prince fulfilled his 
engagement and took his own life. The fact 
that during the time mentioned Rudolph was 
apparently preparing for his coming death 
seems to give color to the foregoing story. 

SCRAMBLING FORA SIGHT. 

Enormous crowds of people await their turn 
to view the remains of Crown Prince Rudolph. 
T'wo battalions of infantry anda squadron of 
cavalry are engaged in regulating the move- 
ments of the great throng. As the day pro- 
Sressed, approaches to the court chapel be- 
came more and more densely packed with 
people anxious to gain a yantage point from 
which to view the remains of Crown Prince 
Rudolph.

PRESIDENT HAAS'S NEW SCHEME, 


The Atianta Capitalist Visite Macon On An 
Important Misston. 

Macon, Ga., February 4.—[Special.}—It has 
fust developed that two orthree days ago 
Aaron Haas, president of the Atlanta and 
Florida railroad, visited Macon on an impor- 
tant wission, and was in consultation with 
officials of the Georgia Southern railroad and 
others. Mr. Haas has a scheme on hand 
which pertains good for Macon 
and will be a benetit to the Atjlanta and Flori- 
da road. This road now runs from Atlanta to 
Knoxville,in Crawford county, and on to 
Fort Valley. President Haas wishesto runa 
branch road from Knoxville to Macon, a dis- 
tance of twenty-three miles, and thus a third 
line be given Macon and Atlanta. President 
Haas’s road would be 108 miles from Macon to 
Atlanta, only five miles Jonger than the 
Centra! from Macon to Atlanta. 

From Macon President Haas’s road would 
geek a through line toSavannal by connecting 
at Macon with the proposed Macon and Dub- 
lin road, allof which is graded, except nine 
wniles,and at Dublin connection would be 
made with the Savannah, Dublin and West 
ern for Savannah. This would be a splendid 
through line from Atlanta to Savannah. 

President Hass of course does not intend to 
abandon a Florida connection for the Atlanta 
and Florida road, but wishes to connect at 
Macon with the Georgia Southerp and Flor- 
ida, which has its track laid as tar as Valdosta, 
one hundred and fifty miles, and will con- 
tinue on to Palatka, Fla. It is thought, how- 
ever, that the Georgia Southern people would 
prefer the Atlanta and Florida road to be ex- 
tended from Fort Valley to Unadilla on the 
(;eorgia Southern road, The Georgia 
Southern people obtained a charter 
nt thie recent sion of the 
legisiature to build a road from Macon to Bir- 
minmgham, andif President Ilaag builds his 
branch road from Knoxville to Ma@on it is a 
possibility that the Georgia Southern people 
will use Ilaas’ branch «as far as Inox ille for 
the Birmingham line, and thus both roads can 
use the same terminal facilities and right of 
Ways at Macon. There seems to be no doubt 
but that the Knoxville branch will be built if 
the city of Macon is liberal in its concessions 
of terminal facilities, right of way, etc. It is 
understood that President Haas will shortly 
leave for New York inthe interest of his new 
scheme.

\lIfred Townsend, the well-known 
newspaper correspondent, discussing in a 
broad way the internal revenue systein, al- 
ludes to what he calls ‘‘the moral argument 
against free whisky,’’ and charges the tein 
perance element w ith bringing it forward. 

There is no doubt that Me. Townsend 
does injustice to both the argument and the 
temperance people. In the first place, the 
argument which declares that the federal 
tax prevents whisky from being free has 
nothing moral about it. It is a stupendous 
piece of dishonesty invented by the distillers 
and the small politicians who walk arm--in- 
arm with them. Of course there are editors 
who use itas an argument without under- 
standing or appreciating the hypocrisy on 
Which it is based. y émploy the argnu- 
ment at random and they are to be excused: 
but what is be thought of a professed 
statesman pretending to be a democrat, who 
insists not only that the federal tax prevents 
whisky from being free, but that the in- 
ternal revenue system, infamous as it is, is 
an affair to be upheld by the democratic 
party?

And Fatally W ounded. on a Weat Point Car

A negro whose name could not be learned 
last night was shot and fatally wounded yester- 
day afternoon by Captain John T. Hearn, of 
Fairburn. 

The shooting was done on 
accommodation that leaves here atl: 
and within three miles of Fairburn. 

Mr. Hearn, it seems, was riding to Fairburn 
in the second-class car. About four miles from 
Fairburn he went back to the first-class car to 
speak to a lady, leaving a number of bundles 
ow his seat in the second-class car. 

fe was gone for a few moments, and when 
he came back he saw the negro. sitting in his 
seat.

Hearn, ‘that’s my sea * 
‘JT guess it aint,’

d—d ple ase.’ 
That’s my seat and you’ve-got to get ont.’” 

‘““T’}l see about that,’’ said the darkey, and 
as he spoke he drew from his pocket a long, 
keen bladed jack knife, opening the knife as 
he arose from his seat. 

H{e made astep towards Captain Hearn with 
ihe knife drawn. 

Captain Hearn drew his pistol and fired, the 
muzzie of the pistol not more than eighteen 
inches from. the negro’s head. The negro 
turned his head just as the shot was fired. The 
bullet struck just under the right ear and went 
straight through the neck. 

The negro dropped, bleeding profusely, and 
itis thought that he was dying when the 
train stopped at Fairburn. He was placed in 
a wagon and driven through the country to 
his home 2 mile or two from Fairburn.

I have devoted some time to an 
examination of the expenditures in the relief de- 
partment, and lam afraid that the city’s charity is 
dispensed extravagantly and without judgment. 
fan ¢xamination by your body demonstrates that 
lam correct, some change should be made at once 
io that department. Asan filustration of what I 
mean I will mention the fact that the total number 
of burials in the city duricog the month of January 
was one hundred a1 nd twenty-Ove (125), and of this 
number the city was charged with the expense of 
burying «ighty-five (%)—or more than two toone— 
at four dollarsecach, This sounds incredible, and 
yet these figures are reported to me as correct. The 
percent which the paupers bear to the sel{-sup- 
porting people of this city le very sma!l—not more 
than two or three per cent—and the number of pau- 
per buriais should be somewhere bearer that pro- 
portion, I do not mean by what I have stated to 
reflect at a upon the relief committee. Ic is im- 
possible for them to devote any more time than 
they have done to the discharge of their duty, and I 
know that they are as anxious asany of us to have 
the relief fund judiciously expended. 

On September 3 your predecessors passed an ordl- 
nanee providing for the clection of a fifth captain of 
poliee and athird stationhouse keeper. J am con- 
vinced that neither is necessary. and I recommend 
that you repeal that ordinance. The police com 
missioners have never elected a fifth captain, and 
may never doit; but the existence of a vacant office 
presentsatemptation to fill it. Thestationhouse 
keeper remains Indoors, not exposed to the 
weather, and I can imagine no reason why he can- 
notserve twelve hours, By a resolution a third 
guard was provided for the cemetery. Iam in- 
formed by those who know that two are sufficient. 
I have prepared an ordinance which I submit with 
this communication repealing the ordinance of 
September 3, and allowing the election of oniy two 
guards for the. cemetery,and I recommend its 
ndoption by vour body. It will save the city sev 
eral bundred dollars of unnecessary expense,
